salvation: It cannot be denied but there are several preaches 
ers of different dencminations, but it is a solemn fact that ree 
ligious tenets and controverted points occupy their time and 
attention too much, so that perishing mortals are not arres- 
ted and alarmed of their danger. I think duty will prevent 
my stay in this regicn but a short time. I hope my dear 
believing fiiends in Christ’s cause will at least try to cove 
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nant with theirheart to pray to heaven for christ’s laborers, 


and that more may be raised up, and especially for the poor 
tried scattered saints who are strangers to the privileges so 
mony sight. O the reckoning day to account for God’s 
mercies, Christ’s abused offers and repeated acts of rebel- 
fion to the spirit of truth, and especially where they have 
been loaded with good preaching and have grown dull of 
herring aad neghgent of obeying; O how [I pity drowsy, stu 
pi believers, slumbering on eternity’s yerge and grasping 
afier earthly riches, and honors.
